ity than ' the .World Almanac.' 

It 'is not hard to realize 
that extensive research, per- 
haps month's of checking vari- 
ous files and records, has 
gone Into this mere pamph- 
let. Everything from factors 
and causes of every major 
fire occuring in the country, 
since 1000 as well as the dam- 
age and losses is totalled in 
the publication. -?; 

Interesting to note is the 
fact that the majority of the 
fires listed— the San Fran- 
Cisco, fire of 1906 which was 
the result of the now famous 
earthquake, the Toronto Fire 
of 1904 which raged for three, 
weeks, the Chelsea, Massa- 
chusetts Fire of 1908 causing 
a. loss of $12,000,000 plus 
many other major fires all 
occurred during the month 
of April. 

This might Indicate the 
possibility of April being, a 
fire-prone month, with its 
constant changes In the 
weather which require me- 
chanical and agricultural 
changes In equipment such as 
heaters, furnaces, machinery 
of- all sorts. Unpredictable 
as It Is, the weather itself is 
cause of many of these catas 
trophes. Rivers overflow, as 
do those in the Antioch area, 
causing fires to back up in 
furnaces. Ice jams up, snow 
cascades from its winter 
moorings — crashing Into com- 
bustible material with the re- 
sult of fires. 

All of these possibilities 
enter Into the picture so deft- 
ly painted In NFPA's pamph- 
let. Corresponding pictures, 
of course, help to animate 
each major holocaust.
